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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 
which requires the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the 
prosecution. When claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered 
When new claims are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with 
the number next following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether 
entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 79-154 been renumbered as 77-152. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 

species of the claimed invention: 

Species I: claim 140 related to active analog circuit operative to interface with a 
modem. 

Species II: claim 141 related to active analog circuit operative to interface with 
an A/D converter. 

Species III: claim 142 related to active analog circuit operative as an analog 
repeater. 
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Species IV: claims 143 and 144 related to passive analog circuit comprising a 
different input, and active analog circuit comprising a single-ended output. 
Species V: claim 145 related to passive analog circuit comprising a single-ended 
input, and active analog circuit comprising a single-ended output. 
Species VI: claim 146 related to passive analog circuit comprising a single- 
ended input, and active analog circuit comprising a differential output. 
Species VII: claim 147 related to active circuit operative to interface with an 
XDSL modem.
